Nothing could be furtber from the
truth, Every Chinaman In the ity re-
greta the trouble and hopes that the for-
eigners have not been murdervd Some
of us have even authorized the Chinese
sonsul at San  Francisco to offer to the
Chinese government our serviees and our
property 1o the end that the forelgners, and
especially the Amerlcans I China, may be
saved."

SHANGHAL July —14 Hung Chang,
who arrived here today on the steamer
Anping from Hong Kong, was coldly re-
celved. The natlve oMicials sent an escort
of 400 armed troops, but as the French
consul objected to thelr passage through
the Freonch settlement they were withdrawn
and Earl Li landed under an escort of
twelve French pelice, Once out of French
jurisdiction he was handed over to the Cos-
mopolitan settlement’'s police, who escorted
him to a place of residence. The Anping,
having munitions of war on board, vielated
the harbor regulations by enterlog and
wis compelled 1o leave the limits,

When Secretary Hay recelved the Conger
dispitch on Friday he promptly telegraphed
the fact to our ambassadors and miolsters
abirond, coupling It with instructions ta Ilny
It before the respective governmentis to
which they are accredited, and to urge upon
them the necessity of co-pperation for the
rellef of the forelgners in Pekin,  Severnl
replivs have been recelved at the Btate de-
partment in response to the secretary’'s dis-
patch, but they are withheld from publicn-
tion for the present.
